. Joun Brtour confess thut he did ‘not 
understand the Currency Question, though 
he was “credibly informed there are people 
who do”, This little ancedote is revived 
in & suggestive carticle ia The’ Mowthly 
Review, entilled “The New Gold and the 
New Era", The writer, premising, that 
the world is at present “abruptly ascehding 
to an entirely new price level”, says it ig 
quite saf to forecast that “ within the next? 
few years all the. professors will be busily 
discussing the L'epreciation of Gold". So 
the Hongkong man who was laughed at; if 
he see these lines, may ba cheered to find 
that he waa nearer the mark than tie 
scoffer. His point was, it we remember it 
right, that Appreciation of Silver was tpeo 
facte Depreciation of Gold; and the article 
referred to does not contrudict bim. in 
showing that Depreciation of Gold equala 
Appreciation of Prices, nud vice versa, ‘The 
discovery of gold. iv California in -1849, and 
of tho Australian placers two yeurs liter, 


notably disturbed prices. Alternatively, gold, 


then depreciated, and ‘prices appreciated in 
sympathy. ,Recently we’ quoted in the 
Daily Presa the latest “index numbers ” 
to prices that are published in the Times 
by Mr, Saverpeca, who takes the wholesale 
prices of the forty-five lending commodities, 
and strikes an average from their monthly 
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rise or fall, Taking 10008 his indox 
number for 1867-1877, he showa how, since 
thia century opened, prices have risen from 
“70” iu 1901 to “72% in 1905, and in 
1906 they were (in January) “75,2” and 
lust May “77'". The tendoncy is steadily 
upwards. Alaska and. South Africa have 
helped tocheapen gold. Being the standard:

“TI cannot, help, then, reassorting with tho 
utmost coufidenc: thats real rise of prices, fe 
the extent of 18 por cont, as measured by Bfty 
thief commodities, hag bern eatablished: since 
the. year 1849, This is an undoubted Dapre- 
ciation of Guld, becanse it representa a real 
diminution in the general purchasing: power of 
gold". 

Woe have quoted so far for the benefit: of 
Chomme qui rit, and for iis likes 
Moreton Frewen’s article aima at people 
better informed, and his object seems to be 
the rehabilitation of silver. as a currency 
medium, or at leart to givo it a bimetallic 
status. We need not trouble ourselves yet 
with that complex and formidable subject ; 
but it is of Very great interest to the Par 
East to study whether he is right as to the 
rapid depreciation of yold, which means for 
us, under present arrangements aud failing 
an enormously increased pradnetion of the 
white metal, a” continned apprecistion of 
silver. Professor FRANKLIN Canpenten 
says the rate of gold production has doubled 
in ten years, and probably will again double 
in ten years; it .will therefore depreciate ; 
but “notwithetanding, its increased pro. 
duction caused prosperity, Mr, Fanwen 
urgues that if Professor Carpenter pro- 
phesies truly—und his’ forecast is already 
reeciving support—it would be safe ta 
Gstimsate that wages will have advanced 150 
per cent. before 1926, and the price of land 
jn the British Isles will have doubled” 
Thess calculations, however, ignore the 
consideration that, with gold depreciating 


4 absuch a rate, the output would be reatricted 


by the closing-of mines, owing to the rise 
in the coat. of plant and labour. Mr. 
Frewen interestingly anys : 

“Take, for example, the great Homestake 
mine in Dakota; thia mine has ‘produced 
sixteen millions sterling and paid » four 
millions in dividends, so that uu incraase 
of only 25 por cent. in mniuing costa, in 
other words, an equivalent fall in the value of 
gold, would deprive its operation of all profit, 
Is it not possible that the maledse in South

Africa may be cvanucted with that depreciation 
of gold which we now recoguiso ag in its very 
initial wtayea ? It is probable, too, that the 
abandonment of many South Afric n_minen, 
the working of which is attribu to ‘the 
Phoenicians, may have ‘been caused by juat 
‘such a sudden advance of all prices as that 
under present diagaosis, It is at least 
conceivable that the low grade ore bodies of the 
Rand, deserted in this codtury -bocause of the 
depresiation of gold, may be re-exploited a 
thousand years heuce whon the world’s prices 
have again been submitted to some vast process 
of shvinkoge—in on ora, that is, of a new 
appreciation of gold”. : 


More interesting still is the explanation 
‘of the saying that silver isa parachute to 
break the fall of gold. The currencies of 
Assia being silver, the new supplies of gold 
do not inflate pricerin Asia, but in gold 
countries only, aud this inflation in Europe 
encourages Asintie exports, “ (hereby 
securing to Asia abnormally. favourable 
balanees of trade, thus inflating 
exchangea, and draining away the legal 
tender silver of Europes to the mints and’ 
the hoards of the Far East”, . ‘The 
parachute ‘is not working now, in that 
way; and Mr. Frewen says, “shoula 
Asia’s silver prices. remain stationary, ‘or 
decline, while’ Europe's gold _prices, on the 
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other hund, advance rapidly, the cémpetition 
of ‘the yellow man using the white money, 
with the white man using the yellow money’, 
would involve a great raco peril; the 
alteration in price levels in Orient and 
Occident, would give the Orientals a grent 


advantage in industrial competition”. Tha |.

A decree dated Decomber Ist, in response to

The districts that have ‘suffered fifty to sixty 
and seventy percent aro to baallowed two yours 
to poy off (heir taxes,.oounting from the 
autumn of 1997, Those that have suffered eighty 
per cenlare to bestowed three years to pay their 
taxos, also commencing from the autumn of 
1907, The districts that have: only harvested 
from, thirty to forty per cent of their crops 
should thoy have failed to pay thoir taxes at 
thia date, ara.to be allowed until the autumn of 
next year to do so. They aro also to bo 
exempted from the customary yamén foes, 
Proclamations in tho name’ of the k mperor are 
to be forthwith pested in the districts oon- 
cerned, informing the people of the Imperial 
bounty, and tho petty officials aro warned to 
refrain frora oppressing tho people in thoir 
distress, Threo sub-prefeotures aro affected by 
bho floods, if . 

A similar decree was issued in response to 
tho som Viceroy granting rewissions of taxes 
to districts in Chibli suff-riug frem ‘the effects 
of disostrous rainy aud thunderstorms last 
summor.

THR CUSTOMS QUESTION.

A well-known Englielgnan who has jnst 
returned from North Manchuria reports that, 
with the exception of the railway guards, all the 
Russian forces havo boon withdrawn, and that 
Chita, in Transbatkalia, will be the most 
important military dgpot of the Siberian railway 
woat of Manchuria. No arrangements havo yet 
bren made for Castoms on the Itussian frontier, 
but the principle has been agreed upon, 

M. Pokotilof€ the Russioy Minister, haa 
slroady arranged various local questions, auch as 
tho restitution to the Chinvge owners of the 
Mo-ho goldfieldsin the Hei-lnng-kiang province. 
A commission consisting of ‘I'ss «chon, president 
of the Board of Commarce, » son of Prince 
Ching, who wns Ambawador at ‘the King’s 
coronation, Shu Shib-chang, one of tho 
Ampérial mission to Europe, and Chu- 
Pao-fay, senior“ secretary of tho Wai-wa- 
pu, Pas beon appointed to - investigite 
‘ho present conditions: in Manchuria aud will 
leave immediately, Moaoy qaostious require 
solution, the most. important being the cpening 
of Mukden and other citiss to forvipn trade, the 
Chinrse still persisting that the citivs them- 
selves shall net bs opened; the railway qaes'ion, 
especially the redemption of tho railway from 
Hein-min-tue to Mukden, joining the Chinese 
and Japanese system.; tha quortion of 
jurisdiction owr the Chineso within the 
J»panesa railway araa; iho anestion of tho 
Ya-la timber, and the question of tho Customs 
al Daloy, 7 . 

Regarding the last, British merchants ot 
Niuchwang sro woll antisfiud with the attention 
given-to their in arosts by the prosent Govorn- 
mont and hope for three essential. things— 
nemely, tho securing of an * international 
character fur all sottlementa in Manchuria, 
expocinlly ot Niuchwang, the preveation of 
differentir] treatment by the Japaness South 
Monoburian railway in favour of Dalny, and 
the celablishment of Cu-toma, Differential 
treatment as m garda rates is now accorded 
on the railway in tavour of Delny as against 
Niuchwang, but it is hop-d thot it is 
only temporary. during the military cecupa- 
tion, This, combined with the difficulties 
alroady forereon in finding proper Inading 
accommedation in Dalny for ships other than 
Japanese, makes it important that tho intention 
of the B itikh Government to appoint a Conmil 
at Dalny should speediy-tuke a practiosl form.

Tt might be worth an employer's while to pay 
the heavy ratea in Poplar, becanre a reserve of 
cheap and convenient labour was maintained 
out. of those rates npon which he could draw 
when ho pleasod. Out-relicf not only per. 
potuntes the sy-tom of casual Iabour, but t-nds 
to keep wages down, F 

An uuplensant feature was the account of the 
treatment of the Municipal Alliatioa (or Reform) 
guardion at tho hands of bis coltcagues. 

Tho guardions’. policy has xesor beon con- 
cealed. 

It in contended that tho electors andorsod 
that policy, but in 1804 there were contests in 
only six wards out of ‘fourtoon, and in these 
only 5.523 voted ont of 18,573, 

“Mr. Lar sbury’s poiut of view may be fairly 
represented 
self oa an advocate of a policy first and o 
representative of tho ratepayers uflerwarda.” 
It was ‘for the guardinus wisely and justly to 
administer the law, and uutto uso the money of 
{he ratepayers to “ redress eocinl Snequalities.” 

“ Tn improving. the condition of the sged and 
jutirm workhoase inmates the Poplar guardians 
have done no more than many olher bourds of 
goardians, 

“Tho oviderce snzgests that in lator years 
the. gnardians del borately increased their 
expenditure with o view of making it evident 
thal additional contributions from tho rates of 
the -whole metropolis woro un absolute: necessity 
for the Poplor district, . 

“Only ten of thu tronty-four guardians aro 
‘Labour men,’ bui the views of the loaders have 
Mr, Lansbary 
explains ‘this by saying thet he and Mr. 
Crooks ‘ oversived the other guardians by their 
tweet ronsonabloness, - -” 

‘In 1891 the rate of pauporism of Poplar 
was the same as that of London. Lat year, 
while the rate of London had only slightly 
increased, that of Popar had nearly trebled, 

“ Tt is difficult to avoid the conclusion that. 
both the rise and the decrease in pauporiem 
were mainly due 1o the deliborate action of the 
puardiang ; and that the absoneco of thrift and 
economy which charactorised their general 
administration was alo in a. great measnre 
deliberate. Under the electoral conditions 
which prevail of Poplar neithor the individual 
frardians nor their chances of ra-eleotion were 
materially affvoted by an increasé of rntos, and 
they were free to pursue their ulterior aims 
without much perronst loss, 

“Tt is to’be feared. that the demoralisation 
which must accompany lavish grants of ri lief 
will long be felt in the district, The helpless 
position of tho people who pay rater, and who 
in many caves ara liltlo better off than the. 
recit jen's of relief, is quite pathotio, 

Whilb My. Crocks and . Mr, Lansbury 
derived no personal profit, they must still 
bo-held inno small degreo responsinle for 
the effects of a policy which hus Jed to the 
pauperisation ofgreat numbers of the inhabitants 
of the district, to a subsidisiog of women's 
casual Jabour with the ‘inevituble growth 
of sweating ‘and of slaryation wages, aud to an 
increase of the expenditure, which has inflisted 
much hard hip upon stroggling tradesmen 
and others. They cannot be wholly exonerated 
from a,cerisin respouribility for the sordid 
mirdoings of romeo? their collan gues. 

“Tt is quite clear that all the guardians 


Were aware of th: misconduct of the master, 


and that thoy wero all parties to the action 
of the guardians in +o for condoning hiv 
offence as to moka it possible for him to 
retire ob a poneion to which be waa not 
entitled,” .
